covering the North Pole unless you 
can find the South Pole as well, and 
our ships have been nowhere as near 
the latter as the former.”’ 

‘What are Engineer Melville’s 
plans ?’’ 

‘*His object is purely Pole-seeking, 
and to get nearer the Pole than any 
one else has been. It is quite natu- 
ral that, after baving been a subor- 
dinate officer in one expedition that 
failed, he should want to be com- 
mander of one expected to be suc- 
cessful. His idea is to proceed te 
Franz Josef’s Land by vessel, and 
beyond that point by means of 
sledges. I also think that this is the 
best way, and, indeed, whatever in 
future is done there in the way of 
such expeditions will, I believe, be 
done by sledges.”’ 

‘*Would not such an expedition as 
Engineer Melville proposes be quite 
dangerous ?”’ 

**Yes, even to reach Franz Josef’s 
Land. Only two vessels ever got 
there and got away from it safely, 
and two reached it only to be stuck 
fast and abandoned.”’ 

*Do you disapprove entirely of 
further polar expeditions ?’’ 

‘“‘By no means. It is an unfortu- 
nate idea that the public has that all 
expeditions to the Arctic regions are 
Pole-seeking. This is not the case. 
There are a number of expeditions 
now proposed, with the object of 
scientific discoveries, ethnological 
knowledge, and the establishment 
of meteorological stations, which I 
believe are worthy of full support, 
and whose results would be mest 

»valuable. One of these is the estab- 
lishment of a magnetic North Pole. 
It would be a splendid achievement, 
an important data to which to refer, 
and of great value to navigation. 
This point should be between Kin 
William’s Land and Victoria Lan 
at a place about fifty to one hundred 

miles north of Cape Felix, the north- 
ernmost point of King William’s 

Land. Itnever has been reached b 
ship, all such attempts having failed. 
It would have to be reached by a 
sledge party. I have been in sight of 
the place myself, when the compass 
failed to work, the needle remaining 
wherever placed.”’ 

‘*Would not such an expedition be 
dangerous ?’’ 

“Certainly. The mortality about 
the magnetic pole has been eighty- 
six per cent of all who went there.: 
Sir John Franklin, who reached the 
spot, lost 125 men there. But it. 
would be with a definite, practicaF 
object in view. The cost of such an 
expedition would be probably not 
over $10,000 or $15,000. When I 

‘went there in 1878-80 it was to the 
same point and at a cost of only 
$3,000. But for the purpose a fine 
dip needle would have to be taken, 
and that would cost as much as “vd 
whole expedition. To accomplis 
this object those who went would not 
have to remain at the point wher 
the station was to be established 
more than two weeks or a month— 
only long enough to settle upon the 
exact spot. Then the gain in deter- 
mining from this magnetic curves 
elsewhere, and the establishment of 
a determined magnetic pole, would 
be of — value. Magnetism is 
coming in as a force and power every- 
where, and to determine any point 
of terrestrial magnetism would be a 
t event.

Yorkers may not generally be aware 
of is that the site of their city wus 
discovered during a polar expedition, 
this having been the object of Hen- 
any crag ex pedition.”’

Surveyor Geveral Preble submits 
his report forthe last two years 
showing a good general condition 
ofthe State. It is full of informa- 
tiou and has many valuable tables, 
one of which seems to show that 
the rainfall is increasing, as it was 
11:58 in the winter of 1879; 10:57 in 
780; 12:20 in ’81; 893 in ’82; 1,396 in 
783; 985 in ’84 and 1,592 last winter. 
He condemns the waste of water, 
recommends a regular system for 
the use of water, the erection of 
reseryoirs to save the Spring floods, 
au Irrigation Commission, care- 
fulsurveys and encouragement for 
artesian wells. He complains of 
the general government for with- 
holding patents on lands granted to 
the State and sold by it to settlers, 
They also now require proofs that 
land selected is not mineral! bear- 
ing, and asks the State to get proofs 
on all lands selected since 1872.

The State sold 107,316 acres in 1885, 
and 316,385 in 1886, a total of 513,-

ing for principal and interest to 
$235,428. In real property, Washoe 
is by far the leading county and 
Elko in_ personal property. 
Washoe’s real estate is valued at 
$2,864,420 and personal property at 
$1,468,515; Elko’s at $2,333,153 and 
and $1,947,016.

THE LABORING CLASSES, 


And in benefiting the State we ben- 
efitthem, If silver can be restored 
to par there wiil be employwent for 
thousands of miners at good wages 
in our State, and in other mining 
States and Territories. If we can 
inaugurate a system of irrigation, 
thousands of men will also be em- 
ployed in developing the agricultu- 
ral resources of the State. If we 
van enable persons engaged In rals- 
ing live-et ck to obtain title io the 
lands wnfit for otfer purposes we 
will add to the wealth aud popula- 
tlon of our State, For the benefit 
of labor and’ the protection of our 
free inatitutions [ am in favor of 
modifying the Builingame Treaty 
and excluding all Asiatic laborers 
from comiug to this country. An 
Exclusion Act is much simpler aud 
more easily executed than a Re- 
striction Act againat Chinese im- 
migration. I suiall use my best ef- 
forts in Congress to acvomplish this 
object. There is one subject to 
which I desire to call your special 
attention,for without your approval 
no step can be taken 11 the direc- 
tion Lam about to suggest. At the 
time of the organization cf the Ter- 
ritories in this mountain region the 
people of the East were not in- 
formed of the extent of land unfit 
for cultivation and consequentiy 
they made the Territories too smal! 
to enable them to become States 
containing wealth and population 
which would compare favorably 
with the other new States of the 
West. Soon after I was elected to 
the Senate I made an effort to par- 
tially remeiy the mistake which 
bad been made with regard to Ne- 
vada, and secured the extension of 
your boundaries one degreé further 
east and so far south as to include 
all that portion of our present State 
which lies south of the 87th degree 
ol north latitude. Nething more 
could be dune at‘that time. A fur- 
ther extension east, it was feared, 
would give the Mormon Church 
the balance of powerin our State, 
whieh would be intolerable, No 
eXtension north could then be 
made, Idaho, our northern neigh- 
bor, had, anda portion of her in- 
hab tants still bave, a laudable am- 
bition to become a State, but un- 
fortunately for them the vorthern 
counties of that Territory are so sit- 
uated as to naturally form a part of 
the now Territory and future 
State of Washington. 


THAT PART OF IDAHO 


Is separated from the southern part 
of that Territory by a range of 
mountains which makes communi- 
cation between the two sections 
difficult and expensive, and it is 
geographically, and in every busi- 
ness and commercial point of view, 
a part of Washington Territory. It 
is included in the bill for the crea- 
tion of the new State of Washing- 
ton, which has passed the Senate 
and is now pending in the House of 
Representatives, It is also made a 
pan of Washington Territory by a 
jill which passed the House at the 
last session of Congress, and is now 
pending inthe Senate. Soover or 
later the northern counties of Idaho 
must necessarily be separated from 
the southern counties. Withou’ 
sucR division it is doubtful if Idaho 
could ever become a State, and cer- 
talnly after the portbern counties 
are cut off what remains of Idaho 
cau never become a State contain- 
ing the population which is now, 
and hereafter will be demanded on 
the admission of new States. The 
wealth aud population of Southern 
Idaho 1s about equal to ours. Both 
our S@te and the Territory of Idaho 
are comparatively free of debt. 
We bavea well organized and an 
economical State Government 
which it has taken years to ——, 
atize. Our common schools are 
more liberally endowed than any 
other State in the Union. A union 
with Southern Idaho and Nevada 
will be beneficialto both. It wouid 
double the amount of taxable prop- 
erty, and thereby reduce the rate of 
taxation. It wouldsilence all com- 
plaint against our unequal repre- 
seatation in tbe United States 
Senate, which would take rank in 
every respect, with the other new 
States of the West. It may be wise 
to include some part of the Terri- 
tery of Utah in the annexation. 
But that is more doubtful. We 
must not under any circumstances 
ace our institutions under the 
le rule of the Mormon Chureb. 
There are some Mormons living in 
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erritory. If our boundaries are to 
be extended in any direction where 
a Mormon population is, or is likely 
to be, it would be the part of wis- 
dom to adopt a. constitutional 
amendment similar to the test oath 
of Idaho, for it is unreasonable for 
persons who adhere to an organiza- 
tion which requires of them insub- 
ordination to law, to take part in 
the Government of our country. 
In case you deem it wise to annex 
any additional territory to our 
State, it would be well for this Leg- 
islature to signify that fact by pass- 
ing an act giving the consent of the 
State to accept such additional ter- 
rritory as Congress may annex, upon 
such terms aud conditions as it 
shall prescribe, Such action would 
avold delay ia case Congress shall 
see proper to extend our bounda- 
ries. Whether we obtain an ex- 
tension or.not, th» fact that Nevada 
expresses ber willingness to acquire 
more territory and population will 
oe & good answer to those who com- 
plain of her unequal representa- 
tion In the Senate and sneer at us 
asa ‘Rotten Borough,” It ie not 
the fault of Nevada that she bas 
not the seasouable ra'us and vast 
prairies which enabled the new 
States of the West to accumulate 
poareies nor that after deducting 
ser Waste land the remainder Is in- 
sufficient for a populous State. lhe 
boundaries of Nevada were fixed by 
Congress, not by the people of our 
State. We were invited during 
the throes of the Rebellion to be- 
come a State in aid of the cause of 
the Union, and we should not be 
reproached on account of 
our small popuiation, and espec- 
lailly if we ask Congress for 
such legislation as will place us on 
an equality in wealth and popula- 
tion with our sister States. If you 
deem it wise to act upon these sug- 
gestions, your delegation in Con- 
gress will use thelr best endeavors 
to comply with your wishes, As

AT OUR MINT, 

The discontinu nee of its use as a 
mint, or even as an assay office, is 
undoubtedly contemplated by the 
lreasury depart ue t. This should 
be resist «\by all honorable means, 
The mint has been successfully op- 
erated o many years with great 
ad vantagé to our people, and without 
cost to the Government. A respecttul 
memorial 1o Congress by the Legisla- 
ture setting forth the reasons why our 
mint should not be destroyed might 
have some influence. At all events 
we should not give up the contest, but 
unite in a vigorous effort to preserve 
this National institution in our midst. 
Wi.hout being fully informed of the 
opposition with which we must con- 
lend, I believe a united effort on the 
vart of the people of the State with 
their delegation in Congress will cause 
the mint to be re-opened and contin- 
ued in operation. 

Railroads are animportant fac- 
tor in the business of all 
countries. Before their invention the 
great mass of civilized men were 
forced to reside along the banks of 
large rivers, in proximity to the ocean, 
or other navigable waters. Railroads 
have become a substitute for naviga- 
ble waters where none existed, and 
have populated vast territories which 
would otherwise have been uninhabi- 
table. They are essential to the pros- 
perity of Nevada. What Nevada needs 
is not the destraction of existing rail- 
reads but the building of more. The 
interests of railroads aud the 
interests of the people should 
be identical. If the people 
prosper they will furnish business 
for the railroads, and they will also 
prosper. A war between the railroads 
aud the people in any State is a calam- 
ity. Crimination and recrimination 
produce bad blood. If either the 
railroads or the people become unrea- 
sonable the other party will retaliate 
and the prosperity of the country will 
become paralyzed. I believe that 
what is good for the people is good for 
the railroads, and it sball be my en- 
deavor to study the wants and inter- 
ests of Nevada, and deal with every 
question relating to railroads, upon 
which I shall be called to act, with an 
eye-single to the best interests of my 
constituents. I shall conceal none of 
my acts on this impogtant subject 
from the public, but on all occasions 
sha!l assign my reasons for the course 
I shall pursue, and you shall be my 
Judges. Lask my constituents to deat 
fairly with me and criticise my course 
honestly and impartially. It will bea 

reat service to me to be fully in- 
ormed at all times of the opinions, 
desires and wants of my constituents, 
Tam aware ot the many difficulties 
that must be overcome in advancing 
the interests of Nevada so as to place 
her in the proud position which she 
should occupy among the States of the 
Union. In assuming the great re- 
sponsibility of the high office — bave 
conferred upon me I again call on you 
for assistance and advice, and can 
only promise you that I willserve you 
to the best of my ability. Without 
further remarks, I again thank you 
for this manifestation of your confi- 
dence in me in electing me to the 
United States Senate.
